In response to applicant's argument that the surface roughness provided by Okumura is provided for improving luminous intensity unlike 
the purpose of applicants invention which proposes the same surface roughness for the purpose of improving definition and resolution 
(see applicant's arguments page 6 lines 1-3), the fact that applicant has recognized another advantage which would flow naturally from 
following the suggestion of the prior art cannot be the basis for patentability when the differences would otherwise be obvious. See Ex 
parte Obiaya, 227 USPQ 58, 60 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1985). 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features 
upon which applicant relies (i.e., phosphor powder coated layer) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Instead applicant claims a 
phosphor layer including a layer coated on said support with powder. The powder as claimed is not directly limited to a powder coating 
layer. Instead, as Okumura teaches the ceramic scintillator being filled with sulfide powder 8 it can be reasonably stated that the 
phosphor layer included at one time layer of sulfide powder. Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations 
from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 
In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning (page 5 
lines 14-17), it must be recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight 
reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention 
was made, and does not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re 
McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CSPA 1971).
